power, intellectual curiosity, tol- 
erance and a kind of reverent 
humility before the facts of 
nature. “So as a group, these 
men of science have come to 
possess a fabulous collective ego, 
as inflated as a skillfully blown 
piece of bubble-gum.” 

Standen asks, querulously, in 
the face of the “scientifically 
proven” fact, what about dis- 
proving ghosts? Suppose ghosts 
could appear only when scien- 
tists were absent? Standen says 
the ghosts would keep on appear- 
ing while their backs were turn- 
ed, while they kept right on dis- 
proving ghosts. 

I felt this deeply the other day 
when Dr. Robert Millikan an- 
nounced that he wasn't sure we 
could even make a_ hydrogen 
bomb. It was the same way I felt 
about two-and-two making four, 
and the common denominator in 
fractions. Maybe two and two, 
for me, is three and a half. Who 
says it ain't? They? Who is 
This fellow Fuchs, the 
German atomic scientist who sold 
us out to the Russians because 
he had a split personality? Is this 
science?

Airmen Toast Grasshoppers, 
Eat Even Bats and Lizards

OTTAWA, April 10 — (BUP) 

In the short space of two 
years all Canada’s airmen will 
have the culinary know-how to 
cook grubs, lousewort, snakes 
and mice. 

The RCAF said today its flying 
personnel were being trained to 
cook low but nourishing forms of 
life to give them a better chance 
to survive if foreed down in the 
frigid Arctic wastes 

More than 300 air crew engag- 
ed in northern flying operations 
now had been put through the 
cooking course and the plan was 
to train all flying personnel over 
the next couple of years. 

Air crew were being taught to 
locate and cook all forms of ed- 
ible plant and animal life found 
in the Arctic and sub Aretic re 
gions, 

They were being

The Air Force included its nor- 
thern cooking “know-how” in 
what was believed to be the 
world’s most unusual cook book, 
All airmen being taught to cook 


at Fort Nelson and Cambridge 
Bay use the book as a guide. 
It was also available to all 


other persons who travel in Can- 
ada’s northern regions. 


The book doesn't bother about | 


catering to fastidious tastes. 

It has one objective only—to 
show airmen and others how to 
keep alive should they be strand- 
ed in the Arctic. 

“All anmials in the north are 

bats, lizards, newts, 
even snakes, which 
the white meat of 
chicken,” the book states. 
“Grubs found in the ground 

in rotten wood make good 
food, So do grasshoppers, toast- 
ed on a stick. Pick off legs and 
wings before cooking 

“Do not eat caterpillars; some

The cookbook says the woolly 
lousewort is the most tasty food 
plant in the north 


The edible part of the plant ts 
the root. It is found in the tun- 
dra, growing five to eight inches

The book covers about 30 ed- 
ible forms of plant life found in 
the northern regions. It gives a 
description of the plant and re- 


commends ways of cooking. More 
than 50 different animals, birds 
and fish also are classified

The reason for holding up the 
kings and fives is familiar to most 
experienced Canasta players. It 
doesn’t pay to reduce sharply the 
number of cards in your hand, 
particularly early in the play of a 
hand, If you do, the opponents will 
hasten to freeze the pack, and then 
your reduced number of cards will 


make it either difficult or impos- 
sible for you to get the discard 
pile 


The reason for putting down two 
jacks is that West wants to make 
sure of a four-card base for a can- 
asta, Every canasta must include 
at least four natural cards, and 
good players will avoid adding 
wild cards to any meld that 
tains fewer than four natural 

Once West has 
jacks, the meld consists of four 
jacks and a joker. Now East knows 
that he can afford to take that 
meld seriously. If East wants to 
add two wild cards, the meld will 
become a canasta. That might be 
the wisest course for East with 
certain types of hands. If East has 
a different kind of hand, he is not 
compelled to complete the can- 
asta. He has been given a choice, 
and it is up to him 

It is sound play to establish a 
base of four natural cards fairly 
early in the play of a hand, Some- 
times it may even pay to establish

10—(Reuters)—Traces of poison 
have been found in the bodies of 
two old men exhumed last week

Scientists working through the
